Steve Garvey says one of his primary goals 

as a baseball player is to be a consistent 

performer. The statistics show Steve Garvey 

achieves this goal with remarkable ability. Last 

season Steve batted .319 for the season. At Dodger 

Stadium his batting average was .319 with 104 hits 

and nine home runs. In road games Steve batted .318 with 

106 hits and nine home runs. That’s consistency. But it 

doesn’t stop there. Against righthanded pitchers Steve 

batted .319. Against lefthanders he batted. 317. And 

if you want to probe a little more into the statistics you will 

find Steve batted .318 before the All-Star Game and .320 

after the All-Star Game.

Almost any Dodger fan could tell you Burt 
Hooton was the Dodgers’ best pitcher after 
the All-Star break last year. 

Burt was pretty tough to beat. In fact, he 
was unbeatable. His record after the 
All-Star break was 12-0 with a 1.82 earned 
run average. 

However, if you want to go for a little quiz, 
who was the Dodgers’ second most 
effective pitcher after the All-Star game? 

Andy Messersmith? No. Don Sutton? No. 
Rick Rhoden? No again. 

It was Doug Rau, by a mile. 

Rau's record after the All-Star break was 
7-2 with a 2.72 earned run average. 

The Texas twosome of Hooton and Rau 
accounted for 19 of the Dodgers’ 39 wins 
after the All-Star Game. 

It was kind of old hat (Texas ten gallon 
size) for Rau to be overshadowed by 
Hooton. When they were in college, Hooton 
was the cover boy and No. 1 draft selection 
in the country after a great career at the 
University of Texas. Rau did his work at 
Texas A & M and the only All-America 
honors he won were in the scholastic field. 

When you put a Texas Longhorn on the 
same athletic field with a Texas Aggie 
there’s bound to be more than alittle friction 
but put a couple of Texans on the same 
Major League team and the friction turns to 
friendship. 

Winning 15 games and losing 9 in 1975, 
Rau showed he deserved his statistical 
ranking as one of the National League's top 
pitchers. 

Rau completed his 1975 season by going 
3-0 in September and he topped it off witha 
14-0 shutout victory over San Diego. His 
September wins also included a 3-2 victory 
over Cincinnati. 

Whereas the Dodgers were pleased with 
Doug's finish in 1975 they were, all things 
considered, thrilled by his start in 1976. 

Doug won the Dodgers’ first game of the 
season and he posted two of the team’s first 
three victories. When he increased his 
record to 4-0 with a 3-1 win over St. Louis on 
May 2nd it gave him a streak of 10 victories 
in a row over two seasons. 

Now in his fifth season as a Dodger, 
Doug has earned himself a role as a 
member of the starting rotation. 

Last year he started 38 games for the 
Dodgers and only two pitchers in the 
National League — Andy Messersmith (40) 
and Carl Morton (39) of Atlanta— had more 
starts. Doug's 3.10 earned run average was 
the 11th best in the N.L. 

Doug Rau had arrived. Of course, a 
Texan could have told you it was going to 
work out that way. 
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Oldtimers Game Features N.L. Centennial‘ 
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Three former Dodger greats — Don Drysdale, Don Newcombe and 
Babe Herman — were the first to accept invitations to participate in this 
year’s Oldtimers Game at Dodger Stadium on Sunday, June 13. 

The game will match former greats of the National League against 
ex-American League stars in that 1976 marks the 100th year of the N.L. 
and the 75th anniversary of the A.L. 

The Dodgers have invited many of baseball's greatest stars to 
participate and they also asked their fans to submit names of players 
they would like to see. 

Herman and Drysdale hold many of the Dodgers’ all-time records. 
Herman holds Dodger season records for batting average (.393), 
slugging average (.678), runs (143), hits (241), most extra base hits (94) 
and most total bases (416). 

Drysdale holds the Dodger season record for games started (42), and 
Dodger career records for victories (209), innings pitched (3432), 
strikeouts (2486) and shutouts (49). 

Newcombe is the only player ever to win the Rookie of the Year Award 
tae (1949), Cy Young Award (1956) and Most Valuable Player Award 
es iia hae ek %. (1956). He ranks among the top 10 Dodgers in wins, games started,

Baseball is fun again for Bill Buckner. 

It wasn’t that way in 1975. “I couldn’trun 
last year,” says Buckner. “I couldn't 
throw. | couldn’t hit. 

“Other than that it was a good year. I did 
show up.” 

Bill Buckner isn’t the type of player who 
gains satisfaction by showing up. He’s a 
player who comes to play. 

Buckner's play in 1975 was restricted 
after he suffered a severely sprained left 
ankle sliding into second base in a game 
against San Francisco at Dodger Stadium 
on April 18th. . 

The injury hampered Buckner 
throughout the season and he underwent 
surgery on the ankle in September. 

Bill’s average slipped to .243 after 
seasons in which he had batted .314, 
.275, .319 and .277. 

This spring Bill batted .391 to lead the 
Dodgers and he was his old self again as 
he stole bases, turned singles into 
doubles and made running catches in the 
outfield. 


From the start of the spring training 
period Bill was going at dare-devil speed. 

“! can't play my type of game worrying 
about a reinjury,” says Bill. “I've got to go 
all-out to play my way. That's just my style. 
For me it's fun to play as hard as | can 
play.” 

Buckner’s style of play has been 
impressive since his first year in 
professional baseball, with Ogden in 
1968. He batted .344 to lead the Rookie 
League. The following season he batted 
.307 at Albuquerque and .315 at 
Spokane, earning alate season 
promotion to the Dodger squad. 

Bill's Major League average entering 
last season was .292. It made his .243 
mark rather difficult to accept. 

With all of his problems in 1975, 
Buckner never lost his confidence. 

“I'm swinging a lot better now and | 
really feel like | can hit .300,” Bill said in 
early July. “But first I've got to hit .200.”

Only two other L.A. Dodgers ever had had 
200 or more hits ina season— Tommy Davis 
(230) and Maury Wills (208), both in 1962. 

In fact, the last time a Dodger player had two 
200-hit seasons in a row came a quarter of a 
century ago (1929 and 1930) when both Babe 
Herman and Johnny Frederick accomplished 
the trick as Dodgers. 

Steve's performance has improved each 
year. In his first full season as a Dodger (1971) 
Steve had 51 hits. He increased this mark to 79 
in 1972, 106 in 1973, 200 in 1974 and 210 last 
season. His batting average during this period

has increased in steady fashion: .227, .269, 
.304, .312 and .319. 

And there has been great improvement 
defensively with Steve winning Gold Glove 
awards the past two years. 

“One's constant desire in baseball must be 
to do better in your next try,” says Steve. “If 
you hit .320 one year you try to be at least .321 
the next year. If you hit 20 homers you should 
want at least 21 the next year. 

“Once you let yourself feel you can sit back 
and you tell yourself ‘I'll take this every year’ is 
when you get a rude awakening,” says Steve.

Steve Yeager never enjoyed a Spring 
as he enjoyed the Spring of 1976. 

For the first time in a 10-year 
professional baseball career he had an 
assignment as a starting catcher. 

He was happy and relaxed. And he was 
in love. 

Spring training seldom is an easy time 
for a baseball player. It's never an easy 
time for a reserve catcher, who finds 
himself catching batting practice most of 
the day and taking a tough physical 
beating. 

It has taken Steve Yeager a decade to 
emerge as the Dodgers’ starting catcher 
but at the same time he has the 
satisfaction of emerging as one of 
baseball's finest defensive catchers. 

Steve took over as the Dodgers’ No. 1 
catcher in 1975 and he ended the year 
with career highs in hits (103) and runs 
batted in (54). He also hit 12 home runs to 
match his Major League high set in 1974. 

Perhaps the most significant statistic,

however, is the fact Steve’s 135 games 
played and 452 at bats represented 
career high marks. 

“Throughout my career it always 
seemed there was somebody in front of 
me,” says Steve. “Only once prior to last 
year did | ever play in more than 100 
games.” 

Steve, however, worked hard and 
waited for his opportunity to play. And that 
opportunity arrived in full force last season 
when Joe Ferguson was injured and 
Steve was left to carry a workload which 
resulted in his catching 736 of the 
Dodgers’ final 759 innings after July 1. 

The love of Steve's life is Gloria Gaione, 
a singer who appeared on the Andy 
Williams Show. “Gloria has given me a 
new lifestyle, anew attitude toward myself 
and toward other people,” says Steve. 

The only people who might not have 
noted the change are opponents of the 
Dodgers. To them Steve Yeager is the 
same guy — an alert and tough catcher.
